To the Inhabitants of the Town of Stratham in the 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Stratham on Tuesday, the tenth day of March, 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate one hundred ninety-eight dollars and sixty-eight 
cents ($198.68), against the State’s thirteen hundred 
twenty-four dollars and fifty-one cents ($1,324.51), for 
State Aid Construction. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to allow one percent 
discount on such property taxes as are paid by August 
15, or within thirty days from the day upon which the 
Collector receives his warrant, whichever is later, the 
Cate to be printed on the tax bills. 


do. To see if the town will vote to allow the collector 
of taxes additional compensation for his services in 
collecting the state head tax and to fix the amount 
thereof. 


6. To see if the town will, with the cooperation of 
the Volunteer Fire Department build a Fire House,

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Stratham, New Hampshire: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my fifth annual re- 
port as Superintendent of Schools. 


The school year 1952-1953 opened with the following 
personnel: 


Miss Edna Crane, Principal and Teacher of Grade 5-6. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Merrill, Teacher of Grades 3-4. 

Mrs. Hilda Barker, Teacher of Grades 1-2. 

Mrs. Eleanor Henry, Teacher of Music. 

Miss Mary Shea, School Nurse. 





This is the same staff of teachers which taught at the 
school last year. These experienced and competent 
teachers are working for the best interests of the boys 
and girls at all times. Unfortunately, early in the year 
due to poor health it became necessary for Mrs. Merrill 
to have a substitute for a period of several weeks. Mrs. 
Florence Batchelder of Hampton Falls was engaged as 
her substitute and she has worked very diligently and 
faithfully. 


An enrollment problem became apparent with the be- 
ginning of school due to the presence of twenty four 
youngsters in the fourth grade. There were thirty eight 
students in the third and fourth grade room which was 
too large a group for one teacher. The best solution 
seemed to be to shift six of the members of the fourth 
grade to the fifth and sixth grade room where the 
numbers were not so large. This helped to even the 
numbers in the rooms but it has given Miss Crane 
three grades to teach instead of two which is not a de- 


sirable condition and one which should not be continued 
after this year. 


Looking ahead to next year, both the fifth and sixth 
grade room and the first and second grade room may 
be overcrowded in which case it will be necessary to 
open another classroom with an additional teacher in 
order to relieve the situation. 


The placing of a hard surface on the parking area, 
the driveway and around the rear of the building has 
been a marked improvement. The building of sand boxes 
and the installation of swings for the primary students 
have provided good playground facilities for these 
younger boys and girls. There is a need for more equip- 
ment for the older youngsters and the installation of 
outdoor basketball backboards would furnish them with 
a worthwhile activity. 


The Hot Lunch program headed by a cook with an 
assistant seems to work out very well. Mrs. Hester 
Jewell and Mrs. Nami Bearisto deserve much credit for 
the excellence of the meals which are being served. 


The Parent-Teacher Association continues to be 
very active in working for the interests of the school 
and it has made many valuable contributions. 


There are two strong evidences that the boys and 
girls are receiving good training. The results of the 
achievement tests which are given in May each year 
show that each grade stands well above the national 
standards for the tests. Also, the very satisfactory 
caliber of the work done by a large majority of the 
students who go on to high school is proof of good 
training while in elementary school. 


I call your attention to the reports and tables which 
follow and I trust that these will be of interest to you. 


Again I wish to thank the citizens of Stratham, the 
members of the School Board, and the teachers for 
their fine cooperation and support.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


There is no doubt that the hot lunch program has 
helped in improving the health of the children in the 
Stratham school. I find that on the whole they have 
more “pep” and energy than in the past. The fruit 
juice at recess has helped too by providing needed 
vitamins and adding to the protection of the children 
against disease. 


The school nurse carries on a two-fold program. 


1. School Health Services. 


This consists of vision, hearing and growth in height 
and weight tests, checking the condition of the teeth 
and the general appearance of the children. The parents 
are notified of any deviations from the normal that 
may be found. There are many children who have been 
found, under this service, to be in need of dental care 
and it is hoped that in the future a dental clinic can be 
set up for the children of Stratham. 


2. Health Education. 


Over many years the school’s interest in health has 
increased and broadened. This is due partly to greater 
recognition of the relationship between health and 
successful living, and partly to the increased use of 
audio-visual aids. 


The school nurse now has at her disposal a slide pro- 
jector and a health library of film strips, a movie pro 
jector, health song books and records. Their use helps 
to stimulate and, we hope, change for the better those 
attitudes and practices which make the difference be- 
tween whole and partial health. We try to teach the 


children to eat the right foods, to take care of their 
teeth regularly, to avoid needless colds and to practice 
many other health factors. For this we need the coopera- 
tion of the home and school. The teachers have helped 
tremendously in our efforts to do this. My contacts 
with the parents have been most satisfactory. 


There is still a lot to do if we are to provide the 
children with all the necessary health facilities. To- 
gether we can do this gradually over the years to come.
